Darewski said he feared the 
apparition was an omen of disaster.

WHAT IS THE POSITION? 


The premiers of the three prairie pro- 
vinces are conferring on the administra- 
tion of natural resources. While they are 
together they might confer also on the 
desirability of issuing an authoritative 
statement on the position of the three pro- 
vinces in respect to the guarantee of the 
operations of the Wheat Pool. 

Following the recent conference in Ed- 
monton, Premier Bracken said the pro- 
vinces might lose ten million dollars be- 
fore they got through with that venture. 
Premier Anderson scouted the idea. Pre- 
mier Brownlee said the outtéome would 
not be known for some months. 

That leaves the whole matter shroud- 
ed in mystery, and the observation of 
Mr. Bracken gives the mystery a some- 
what sinister aspect. Whether the Wheat 
Pool is still doing business on the credit 
of the Provinces, to what extent it has 
done so, and when the liability is to end, 
are questions upon which the taxpayers 
of the provinces are entitled to informa- 
tion. 


CITY RELIEF WORK 


The relief work program which the 
city is putting into effect, with the assist- 
ance of the Provincial and Dominion Govy- 
ernments, is getting under way this 
veek. 

In the interests of unemployed men, 

1 the city and elsewhere, it is desirable 
‘iat the facts be made known as widely 
3 possible as to those who are eligible to 
hare in this work. 

Edmonton is not undertaking to sup- 
ly jobs for all-comers, nor for any men 
vho may drift here from other parts of 
‘he country. Only bona fide residents of 
the city are eligible for th’s employment, 
and of these the preference will be given 
to men who have families to support. 

Applicants must register at the pro- 
vincial unemployment bureau, and satis- 
fy the officials there that they come with- 
in the scope of the regulations under 
which the work is being carried on. Those 

who are otherwise qualified, and desire 
relief, should therefore register. Outsid- 
ers who may come here in hope of being 
taken on can only meet with disappoint- 
ment. 

The work that is being provided is re- 
lief work only, not steady employment. 
Regular wages will be paid, but men will 
only be allowed to work one week in two. 
Anyone, therefore, who can offer a steady 
job to a man engaged on the relief work 
will be doing him a favor, and doing some- 
thing to help better the general situation. 

It is to be hoped the announcement 
that relief work is starting here will not 

cause any movement of idle men from 
other parts of the province to Edmonton. 
Should that result it will make conditions 
less favorable for unemployed residents of 
the city, without bettering the position or 
prospects of the incomers. 


TIME FOR ACTION 


Farmers’ organizations in central Sas- 
katchewan are echoing the secession cry 
raised in New Brunswick. Nothing is 
likely to come of the threat, in the one 
case any more than in the other. If Sas- 
katchewan took itself out of Canada and 
set up as a separate dominion, that 
would not reduce taxes nor raise the price 
‘of wheat. Much less would it bring Ot- 
tawa-to time. 

Perhaps the Saskatchewan farmers 
have taken their cue from Premier Bax- 
ter. As a stalwart supporter of the pre- 
sent Government at Ottawa he may be 
presumed to know how to get what he 
wants in that quarter. If secession talk 
is good business from his standpoint, why 
not equally good business for the Saskat- 
chewan wheat growers? 

And there is no room for doubt that 
behind this secession talk in Saskatche- 
wan lies the hard fact that conditions in 
the wheat growing sections are serious, 
that the farmers do not see the prospects 
of improvement in the price of the com- 
modity they have to sell, that they are un- 
able to meet their obligations, and that 
relief,af some sort is urgently required. 

Hon. Mr. Ryckman, in the course of 
his western tour, gave it to be understood 
that the Dominion Government was plan- 
ning rel'ef of some kind for the wheat- 
growers. It is time this Plan was an- 
nounced and the machinery set in motion 
to make it effective. Not to“prevent se- 
cession, for there will be noge; but be- 
cause relief is needed, and because Can-

RESUBMIT THE BYLAWS 


The defeat of the two bridge bylaws 
presents the incoming city council with 
a rather awkward problem, calling for a 
clear recognition of the responsibility in- 
volved and for the display of some cour- 
age 
The council of the present year decid- 
ed that the bridge on 102nd avenue at 
130th street and the bridge on 82nd 
street were no longer safe and should be 
replaced. These bridges carry street car 
lines over deep ravines, have stood for 
many years, have been subjected to heav- 
ier vehicular traffic than was ever count- 
ed on when they were built, Should either 
of them give way, an appalling tragedy 
would probably result, with heavy dam- 
ages against the city as one of the minor 
but important considerations. 

Bylaws to provide $100,000 for the 
replacement of these bridges were sub- 
mitted; and were rejected by the taxpay- 
ers. The situation now is that these 
structures have been officially admitted 
and declared to be unsafe, and that the 
burgesses have refused to supply the 
money to tear them down and build new 
ones. That is the somewhat absurd and 
unwelcome situation that confronts the 
new council, 

There appear to be just two courses 
council can take. The aldermen may de- 
cide that the out-going council was mis- 
taken, and themselves shoulder the risk 
of assuming that the bridzves will stand 
up for another year. Or they may take 
the view that the taxpayers made a mis- 
take, that the bridges should be replaced 
at once, and seek means to reverse the de- 
cision of Wednesday last and proceed with 
the work. 

The easiest, and most satisfactory, 
way out of the dilemma would be to re- 
submit the bylaws, and to take special 
pains to make clear to the taxpayers just 
what may happen if the street railway 
has to continue to operate cars over these 
condemned bridges. There is reason to 
believe that the burgesses have not been 
sufficiently impressed with the reality of 
this risk. That, in fact, is the only sup- 
position upon which the rejection of the 
bylaws can be understood.

If you are living im the city, hawever, it is better to 
get the pasteurized milk or evaporated milk unless 
you can afford the certified inspected milk which, 
because of the special care it requires in handling, 


is usually somewhat more expensive than the other | 


forms of milk. The raw milk does not keep as well 
as the pasieurized, and if you cannot use your milk 
soon afer you buy it, it is better to use the pasteur- 
ized milk. 

Pasteurized milk is the safest method of provid- 
ing fresh miuk to large communities, It is probably 
thesbest plan for the average family in cities to de- 
pend upon this type of milk for their milk supply, 
but they should use in addition to it some orange 
julee or tomato ju'ce, for a large part of the vitamin 
C, which is contained in raw milk, is lost during the 
pasteurizing process. The lows of vitamin © in pas- 
teurized milk does not interfere with any of the 
other nutritional properties of the milk and babies 
will grow just as well, provided they obtain some of 
the vitarcin C foods in addition, If milk must tra- 
vel, it is much easier to handle if pasteurized and usu- 
ally safer, 

Evaporated milk is canned, un weetened milk 
from which much of the water of fresh milk has 
been evaporated. More of this kind of milk is sold 
than all the other forms of concentrated milk added 
together. This milk is almost a necessity in districts 
where no fresh milk can be obtained, Milk was de- 
signed by nature to be used immediately, The tin 
can overcomes this difficulty and brings to the con- 
sumer a container of m'lk which ts both swect and 
clean and with a good taste. Evaporated milk is al- 
ways safe to use, a6 it is free from all live bacteria 
when you open the can. Experiments have proven 
that evaporated unsweetened milk can be safely used 
in an infant’s diet providing some of the foods con- 
taining vitarn'n C, such as orange juice or tomato 
juice are used in addition. Some babies seem to di- 
gest evaporated milk better than the fresh milk, and 
for this reason evaporated milk is coming to be 
quite a popular baby food, 

Dried milk or powdered m'lk is @ creamy powder 
made of milk solids with most of the water removed. 
Both the powdered whole and powdered skimmed 
milk are available. This type of milk is especially 
valuable in out-of-the-way places and is useful on 
hiking trips, exploration camps, ete, where the 
weight is an important item. The dried milk is the 
whole milk with only the water removed, For this 
reason it may be used tn place of fresh milk even for 
feeding infants, providing some of the foods con- 
tain'ng vitamin C are used in addition, Dried milk is 
proving quite popular for the manufacture of ice 
cream, m'ik chocolate, bakery products and synthetie 
cream. A drink ta*ting very much Ike fresh milk 
may be made by adding water.

The Emperor Tiberius was at first mild and lep- 
fent. But he became debauched and his innate 
cruelty, wh'ch he had conceated. came to the surface 

He condemned untold numbers of persons to death 
for offences that were not offences. It was not jus- 
tice, it was murder. 

As Capri still is shown the place of execution 
where prisoners were condemned to die after the 
most studied tortures, Tiberius watched as they were 
thrown over a great precipice Into the sea. At the 
bottom soldiers waited with poles to break their bones 
and see that they drowned 

On the occasion of the death of h's dissipated son, 
Drusus, who had been poisoned by h's wife, Livilla, 
a man who once had played the host to Tiberius at 
Rhodes, came up to Rome. He went to see Tiberius, 
because on the occasion of the latter's visit, he had 
left a cordial invitation. 

Punishing all those connected w'th the death of 
Drusus, Tiberius forgot the identity of h's friend from 
Rhodes and had him put to the torture as one con- 
cerned in the inquiry. When he found out his mis- 
take he did not apologize. He ordered the man killed 
so he could not reveal the injustice done h'm, 

His trials of accused persons were so unjust that 
people stabbed themselves to death rather than be 
humil ated by a public condemnation. 

Those he found guilty were thrown down the De- 
monian steps into the Tiber. Twenty, including wo- 
men and boys, were killed in this manner in a single 
day. 

He joked about death as someth'ng trivial. Upon 
hearing that Carnullus, an accused man, had com- 
mitted suicide, he exclaimed, “Carnulius has escaped 
me.” 

To a prisoner who requested a speedy death, he 
replied, “Ah, my friend, you are not yet restored to 
favor.” 

One of Tiberius’s first victims was Germanious, 
his nephew, Emperor of the Hast, a great and good 
man, Jealousy led Tiberius to have h'm poisoned 
The wife of Germanious came to Rome and accused 
the poisoner, Piso, who, under public odium, killed 
himself. Everyone knew that Piso had been only the 
| tool of Tiberius. The latter, thinking the presence of 
Agrippine in Rome a constant reproach to him, ban- 
shed her to the island of Pandataria, where she 
| would starve to death, 

Germanious had three children, Nevo. Drusus and 
| Caius. ‘Tiberius imprisoned and starved Nero and 
Drusus, but allowed Caius to live. Catus, like him- 
| self, was vicious, Tiberius wished h'm to be his suc- 
| cessor on h’s death, so that Rome might have an 
| emperor more cruel and tyrannical than he, and thus 
remember him more favorably.

have found that such policies have 
saved them money for Wie following 
reasons: 

(1) They are enabled to expand 
th: total volume of their business 
wi.hout a corresponding ‘ncreare in 
capital equipment and to grow 
through a fuller utilization of the 
plan. during what would otherwise 
be slack months. While they will 
need more storage space for a give 
yearly ou‘put than before, they will 
nevertheless need leas facvory space.

Will Try To Patch 
Up City’s Bridges 


Following the defeat by the bur- 
gesses of the two bridge by-laws, 
which provided for the replacement | 
of the bridge over Rat Creek on 82 | 
street, and on 102 avenue over the} 
131 street ravine, A. W. Haddow, city 
engineer, conferred with the city 
commiss'oners Friday, It was decid- 
ed that it would be necessary to make 
these bridges do serv'ce for another 
year and rehabilitation work will be 
carried out 

Both of these bridges are of wood- 
en construction and have long passed 
their normal span of life. However, 
their replacement will involve the ex- 
pend'ture of $100,000, and the com- 
missioners do not feel just'fied in
